TODAY'S NEWS 


More Particulars of the New York Cen 
tral Railway Disaster--Two New 
York State Senators Among 
The K illed. 

New York, January 18. 

The Chicago express train, leaving 

Albany at 2.40 this afternoon, with 
many members of the Legislature on 
board, was run into by a Tarrytown 
special train about a quarter of a mile 
east of Spayten Duyil Junction with 
the Harlem mail line. The two rear 
cars, Wagner's drawing-room cars, of 
the Chicago express, were telescoped 
and set on fire. It is reported that 
seven bodies were taken from the 
wreck, It is feared that Senitor 
Wagner is burned, as he was last secn 
entering the drawing-room car at Idle- 
wild, a few minutes before the collis- 
ion. . 
_ The following telegram was received 
at police head-quarters at Kiog's 
Bridge by Superintendent Walling at 
about 7:30 f. u.: The Tarrytown train 
ran into the rear ot the special express 
at Spuyden Duyval, destroying two 
cars by fire, with a loss of life. Notify 
the corover and send an ambulance. 

(Signed), Perer Lax, Captain. 

Every available ambulance has been 
sent to the scene of the accident from 
the Bellevue, Ninety-ninth street and 
New York hospitals, It is reported 
that George F. Spiony, the Albacy 
correspondent of the New York Times, 
was killed. N 

At 11:45 to-night Sergeant Doyle, 
of the Thirty-fourth Precinct, sent a 
telegram to head-quarters that nine 
dead bodies had been recovered. 
Twelve persons 
been killed. 

New York, January 14. 

Spinney and Lyman, contractors, 
were enclosed in the telescope. A 
portion of the roof fell down, encasing 
them as if in a box, from which there 
seemed no escape. Axes were brought 
into speedy use, and inside of the car 
a hole was cut, and through this all 
were dragged cut. George Wm. Car- 
tis was also rumored to be among the 
killed, butat alate hour itis under- 
stood that he escaped. 

Following is the list of dead so far 
as could be learned at 1 A. u.: Sena- 

tors Webster and Wagner, E. L. Craw- 
son of the Hoffman House, Park Val- 
entine of Remiagton, Vermont, and 
Mrs. Park Valehtine. A woman, sup- 
posed to be from Philadelphia, was 
injured, Oliver B. Kelly of Spring 
Valley, Pa, fatally injured, and Mary 
Daniels of New York badly injured. 

Everyone in the Albany train 
seemed to be out of it, except some 
ten or twelve who seemed to be held 
in the back partof the car, which was 
all in flames. 

The body of Senator Wagner has 
been recovered and brought here. 
He suffered a horrible death of burn- 
ing. 

Henry 8. Roekenbaugh, a pas- 
senger describes the collision as 
something dreadful; he says the train 
stopped for some minutes, and he 
walked back to look out of the rear 
window io the last car, in which be 
was located. He saw the engine of 
the approaching train thundering 
around the curve, and turned to run 
back to the forward end of the car, 
shoutiog as be ran toward a fellow 
passenger, “there is danger!” All 
started from their seat. Before he 
had passed half through the car the 
shock came, and he felt bimself lifted 
upin the air. Pitch darkness fol- 
lowed on all sides, and cries of horror, 
anguish and despair weut up; thea a 
lurid glow was cast through the car 
fromthe fire. He rau ont and saw 
men and women struggling to get 
free from the wreck. He heard a 
lady, wedged in under a seat, calliog 
most piteously for help. He tried to 
aid her, but she was held fast, and 
the fire compelled him to leave her to 
her terrible fate. 

I suppose the shock tore the cars all 
to pieces, and that they were caught 
in between the broken seats. I could 
only see oue woman at first, and she 
was lying down with a stove on one 
leg and arm. Her shrieks were hor- 
rible. 

Tue conductor on our traio, who 
| was the only one around that had his 
wits about him, immediately broke 
one of the windows, and two men were 
helped into the winduw to get her

It had no signal out, and the 
first intimation our engineer had of 
danger was when he saw the lights of 
the drawing-room car about fifty feet 
in kront of him. The coaches took 
fire immediately.

Brown, get out of the cars at Green- 
bush. 

Senator Wagner 's remains were sent 
down to the city among the first in 
ane ol the dead Senator's own palace 
cars. Two hours later @ remaining 
seven bodies were bro down, ac- 
companied h/ Capt. Hall and Coroner 
Knox. Six of the packed 
in ice boxes, and the ch d remains 
of the seventh was borne on a 
stretcher covered by a fur-lined cloak 
of Mrs. Valentine, the young bride 
whose wedding tour ended in such a

The car was switched off on a side 
track east of the depot of the old 
freight station.

Officials at the Grand 
Central Depot exhibited their usual 
exasperating official ignorance, and 
reterred the question to higher author- 
ity. Upto noon some of them said 
they bad barely heard of the accident 
by rumor, etc. Higher officers could 
not bother with reporters, and haugh- 
tily refused to talk.

One Day More Gone—His Dingusting 
Gabble W Seon Couse. 


WasuHinoton, Jaauary 14. 

Guiteau opened the day’s proceed- 
ings with the following: I received 
thirty checks yesterday representing 
about fifteen thousand dollars some 
of them are worthless and many are 
no doubt good, I dont want any one 
to send me worthless checks. I do 
my own banking busioess and my 
checks should be made out to my or- 
der. Any one who desires to send me 
money can do so but I dunt want any 
worthles checks. 

Scoville aldressed the court stating 
he uesired to know whether the pris- 
oner would be allowed to speak in his 
own defense, if the court proposed to 
accord him that privilage. Both he 
(Scoville) and Reid should prefer he 
should speak first. 

Guiteau—I want to be heard on 
that question your Honor. I want to 
clese the argument for the defense. 
I would not trust my case in the 
hands of the best lawyer in America. 

Judge Cox said: I should be loath 
in a capital case to deny any man a 
proper opportunity to be heard, even 
if he is ropresented by counsel, but in 
thie case it is safe to assume that the 
prisoner will abuse the privilege. as 
he has done all through the trial, 
and that what ‘he would say would 
be highly improper to go before the 
jury. I shall therefore deny him the 
privilege. As I said yesterday, how- 
ever, if his counsel desires to read 
from his manuscript anything which 
they deem proper to be laid before 
the jury they can do so. 

Guiteau protested. He said he ap- 
peared as his own counsel, and claim- 
ed the right, as an American citizen, 
to be heard in his own case. Finding 
that Judge Cox could not be moved, 
he shouted: “Let the record show 
that I appear here as my own counsel, 
and that I take exception to your rul- 
ing, Judge Cox. I shall appeal to the 
American people, and they will over- 
rule you, and you shall go down to fu- 
ture ages with a black stain on your 
name,” 

Judge Cox made no reply to this

The prisoner denied the evidence 
alluded to by Reod, that he struck 
his father at the table, and said he 
was a peaceable man, and didn’t fight. 
If he didn't like anyone he told them 
to get out, and at settled it. 

Reed said that probably the prison- 
er had forguten that act. 

Guiteau— That's owing to my poor, 
weak mind and disordered intellect. 

Reed said Judge Porter had said 
that Guiteau struck his father on the 
back, while the evidence says on the 
neck or shoulder. Davidge don't go 
back on the witness. 

Reed failed to see the pun, but 
Guiteau called attention to it and said 
it would require a microscope to see 


Reed—It does not require an ex- 
pert to pronounce a man insane. 
Yuu have seen them day after day 
shuffling right in before you; 
you have seen that strange unnatural 
look of his eyes, it requires the opin- 
ion of no expert, to convince you that 
this is not the appearance of a sane 
man, Continuing in this strain the 
speaker said in my opinion if this poor 
creature is sent to the asylum he will 
be a driveling idiot in six months. 

Guiteau had been quietly listenin g 
with his €lbows on his knees, bis back 
being turned to the audience and his 
attention apparently fixed on some- 
thing in the street. This startling 
— aroused him intensively. 

urning around he looked over in the 
direction of the speaker and enjoyed 
quite a laugh for some seconds. 

“These experts,” said the speaker, 
“don’t swear to a fact, for none but 
the Deity can know what there is in 
au insane brain of man. They swear 
only to their opinion, and you have a 
notable instance of how far from the 
facts the opinions of the most learned 
doctors may lead in the sad case of 
the late President. We had bulletins 
every day giving the opinions. We 
had an announcement that the probe, 
or whatever it may be, had been in- 
serted twelve inches into the wound, 
and the wound really led in an exactly 
opposite direction. I say it would be 
a shame to send a man to the gallows 
on the opinions of doctors.”
